He tells me also that he apprised 
you of a sort of promise which he thought the Doctor had made us of his Picture. 

But this is more than we have a right to say. We had Indeed formed to our- 
selves an expectation of this kind, which was grounded wholly on the following 
incident. The Doctor found in my Parlour some time ago a Print of himself 
which belonged to our Common Room; under which I had just then caused to be 
written a line of his Favorite Miss Hannah Moore “And is not Johnson ours 
himself an Host’’ with which he seemed well pleased. This gave occasion to my 
Daughter to whom he was always very partial to say [we would like] to have 
his picture In the Hall and to hope that he would oblige us with it. His answer 
was that he had no Right to be placed among the Founders and Benefactors of 
the College in the Hall ; that the most he could aspire to would be a Place in the 
Lodgings, if the Master could And room for his Picture there. This we were 
willing to construe as an Intention to comply with our Wishes and flattered 
ourselves accordingly. Should his Executors incline to put the same construction 
upon this, and have it in their power to fulfill this intention, they would confer 
the highest obligation upon us. It would indeed be a singular pleasure and 
matter of useful Reflection to have his Portrait always before us, as the Memorial 
of one who excelled in every Virtue and was so great an Ornament to the College. 

The Doctor’s last visit was, I believe, to this College. We had much serious Talk 
together during the few days that he staid with roe; for which 1 ought to be 
the better as long as I live.

Only 2 Evenings 
since I was selling with Dr. Bromfleld, who I met at my Sisters, that Mrs. Thrale had 
better Health than any body, & never was sick, — & now comes your Letter, to prove not 
only Him a Cymon, but to make me out a Liar! Do pray be better! & pray indulge me 
with my next Weeks salary before it becomes actually due. 

Dick has been to see the S. S. — who also has called upon me when unluckily 
I was not in the way: Dicks account would make you Laugh, — but then be sure read without 
writing Her word of it! — “Sister don’t you think it was very odd? there was a young fellow 
there, Billars, & when we all walked out, Mrs. Strentfleld made use of me for a walking 
stick, while he & S. S. kept together, & then after that she bid me not tell, & went away 
back Home, & so left them to walk by themselves! & Billars did nothing but whisper, — 
so at last I taxed him with it, pray. Sir, said I, what was that you were saying to Miss 
Streatfleld just now in a whispering way? So he evaded giving me any answer, but Miss 
Streatfleld eoloured, & ran after me all about. And after that, as soon as supper was 
over, Mrs. Streatfleld went to Bed; was not that very odd? so she left her Daughter with

If 
you have the least wish I should see her, I will shake my Ears, & rub my Hands, & pluck 
up courage to go. 

I have had a very sweet Letter from Pacchlerotti, who is now at Spa: he writes 
me word that place is very empty & melancholy, — little Company of any sort but English, 
& those spending their whole Time between Riding & Gaming, but the King of Sweden, 
he says, is expected, & then better society & more gaity will follow. 

Mr. & Mrs. Strange & their Family are coming back from France in a very 
short Time, & mean to end their Lives here at last. They have taken a House in Great 
Queen Street, & so you & my Master may call upon them to decide whether or not you were 
together in a former visit. 

I am much obliged to Miss Thrale for her Letter, but forbear answering it as 
yet, lest she should esteem any haste an infringement of our Articles.

Letter from Isaac Casaubon (1659-1614). 

{Translated by R. L. Stuart, Oxford, England.) 

It is almost two months, O Kyrios Andreas, since I sent you my deci- 
sion regarding the whole affair, after having received your former letter (for 
I have now received also another one from you). Moreover this was in detail. I 
think that by this time you have received the letter which I sent to you. Therefor 
I shall make no further reply to your second letter beyond briefly indicating 
to you the matter of what I wrote in detail in my former letter. Accordingly 
I would have you know that I have in my possession the manuscripts which 
you sent to me, having received them from Kyrios Kabriolos. All of them are 
forgeries, and all are worth nothing, with the exception of the fragments 
( Ta - -- oXiyiara ) of Sextus. In the first place tA Hdrpia (which you told me 
that you had copied from a manuscript of the highest antiquity) has been written 
by someone who is perhaps even still alive — of this there can be no doubt. All 
the manuscripts of Blemidos are copied from the paraphrase of Dionysius. 
Since I have purchased this paraphrase from you I do not wish to incur expense 
twice for the same thing in your interests. 

Now I wish to send all these manuscripts back to you, I mean 
rd Udrpta and the works of Blemidos. I will consider what is to be done 
with regard to the Sextus fragments when I get back my Harmenopoulos. 

If ever you come to us the judges will see if it is right for me to take 
back a part of the price which I gave you for your forgeries and worthless 
manuscripts, which you sold me, telling me that they had been copied from 
manuscripts of the highest antiquity, thereby thoroughly deceiving me. For all 
the manuscripts which you sold me have been written by uneducated men and 
not many years ago. You were well aware of this, and made statements of a 
contrary nature, when you deceived me and inflicted upon me the greatest 
injury, the memory of which will be painful to me throughout my whole life, 
and principally for this reason — that, trusting you, and not trusting my true 
friends, I have been deceived. 

But we will consider these matters if ever you come here. For the time 
being I will say this much to you — that I will never buy a single book or a single 
manuscript from you unless you first return to me part of the price which you 
have obtained unjustly by deception and the most barefaced lies from my too 
great simplicity, or rather infatuation for the muses. 

Neither do I myself, nor does anyone here, desire the Harmenopoulos 
which you possess. Are you not ashamed, O Kyrios Andreas, to have written to 
me about it as if about some mystery, bidding me never to breathe a word about 
it to Kyrios Gakios, and then to have shared this mystery with others? Do I 
appear to you as a simple child, and bereft of sense? 

But fare you well! You may keep your manuscripts, and still more 
your mysteries to yourself.

Heverend Father 

I do not know how to express adequately the obligation under which 
you have placed me by publicly demanding of Father Bourdin, in his class, that 
if he had some valid objection against me, he ought to send it to me; it is the 
most signal mark of friendship that you can ever show me, and I feel assured 
that he had taken care to send me his criticism without it. But it is a document 
that 1 shall preserve and use as pleasant reading, for, if he and his friends in 
future abstain from slandering me, it will be quite easy to forget the past and to 
refrain from publishing his infamy, but if I hear that there is anyone who 
censures my opinions, without first of all sending me the reasons for which he 
censures them, I think I have the right to publish what has passed between them 
and me. And so as to have all the documents in order, I am writing you a letter in 
Latin in reply to those which you have sent me on their behalf. You will show it 
them if you please, and even if they desire a copy of it, I shall be pleased for 
them to have one, as well as of the preceding ones, so that they may have plenty of 
time to see them, and that they may better understand my intention, because I 
do not wish to take them by surprise. And if they only reply by word of mouth, 

I should be very glad, if it is not troubling you too much, if you would be so 
good as to put in Latin, in five or six lines, what you have to write to me on this 
subject, and you might even show it to them before sending it to me, and mention 
in passing that you have shown it them, or given a copy of what I have sent you 
for them. I beg you also, in case Father Bourdin wishes on his own account to 
send you any objections for me, only to send them to me after having informed 
his superiors, which you will be right in doing for their sakes, because I have 
already told you that henceforth I shall take what comes from one of them as 
coming from the whole Society. Why I make this provision is that it may happen 
that Father Bourdin, not to have the shame of retracting, and of allowing the 
denial to remain with him, will be very glad to send me objections, however bad 
they may be, in order to gain time and make me lose it. But when they see that 
the honour of the whole Society is at stake, I think they will prefer to make 
him hold his tongue, because I know very well he has nothing good to say. 

M. de Zuylichem has sent me four treatises, which you made him copy, 
one on the circles which are made in water, where I see the author has a very 
good style, and tries to be a fashionable philosopher; but the foundations arc 
wanting, he uses too many words for a thing which can be explained in a few. 
The second is the letter of the geostatician against M. dcs Argues, to whom I do 
not see that he does much harm. The third is from M. Fermat on tangents, 
where the first point is not new, and the following, which he says I have 
thought difficult, is by no means settled, and although in the example which he 
gives of la roulette the solution is clear, it is not however by the application of his 
rule, but rather it seems that he has adapted his rule to this example. The fourth 
is about the daily movement of the earth, where I see nothing that is not found 
elsewhere. As for the characters of the passions, he has sent me nothing yet, nor 
of the institution of the Dauphin. 

You ask how I know that the bullet coming from D (see diagram on 
photograph, page 2 of Letter) towards B returns to E, rather than continuing to- 
wards B. I learn this from the knowledge of the laws of nature, of which one is 
that “whatever is remains in the same place in which it is unless it be changed by 
some external cause,” thus, “what is square remains square, etc., and what is once 
in motion is always in motion until something stops it.” And the second is that 
“one body cannot sustain the motion of another body unless it assumes it.” From 



which it arises that if the surface A B C is very hard and motionless^ it can not 
prevent the bullet which comes towards B from continuing towards E because it 
cannot receive its movement, but if that surface is soft, it stops and receives it. 
And that is why I have supposed, in my Dioptric, that the surface and the bullet 
are perfectly hard, and that the bullet has neither weight nor size, etc., in order 
to make ray demonstration mathematical. For I know very well that the deflec- 
tion of an ordinary bullet never makes exactly equal angles, nor perliaps that of 
any ray of light ; but nevertheless, rays, inasmuch as they can come from the sun 
to us without losing their force, whatever they may lose in encountering a 
polished surface, is not at all considerable. The experiments of striking balls 
equally hard, with a large or small mallet, or shooting arrows from a large or 
small bow, are almost impossible, the reason being very evident and very certain, 
that although the bow or mallet may be large or small, if they touch with the 
same force or speed, they will have the same effect, but what is deceptive is that 
it needs infinitely less strength of hand to strike with a large mallet as forcibly 
as with one smaller, or to stretch a large bow so that it may have as much force 
as a small one. And as for long arquebusses, they only carry further than short 
ones, because the ball remaining longer in the tube is for a longer time propelled 
by the powder, and, consequently, more quickly. To say that a bullet fired from a 
gun has more force, after its last bound, than if it were thrown by hand so that 
it moves as quickly, I believe to be only imaginary, and I have seen a proof of this 
on a cuirass broken in by tbe bound of a bullet without the wearer of it being 
killed, no doubt because if this bullet had been propelled by a lesser force, but 
one capable of making a bound of four or five feet in height, as it had done in 
coming against this cuirass, it would not have done less than break it. It is true 
that the wound made by a bullet fired from a gun is more dangerous than if it were 
only thrown by hand, but this is for other reasons, namely, that the bullet is hotter 
and often revolves on its axis, and it still retains around it the wind [gases?] of the 
powder, which can easily cause gangrene. The difficulty about particles of metal 
floating in acid can be solved by what I have said, in my discourse on meteors, 
about those of salt floating in water, that is, that their particles mingle and unite 
in such a manner with those of the acid, that the latter are helped in their move- 
ment, and not hindered, and the powder which does not float in water, does not 
do the same. And there is no doubt that subtle matter occurs in water and in all 
terrestrial bodies in great abundance. When I have said that a ball which meets 
another twice as big gives it two thirds of its movement, I have meant that 
this ball, joining itself to the other, pushed it in front of itself, so that they then 
move together, and that they were perfectly hard and round, and on a perfectly 
polished surface, in consideration of which the calculation is easy to make by the 
law of nature to which I have just referred, that is, that if one body moves an- 
other, it must lose as much of its movement as it gives to the other, because if A 
and B move together, each half of B has as much motion as A, and thus B has two 
thirds and A one third of the whole movement which was formerly only in A. 
As for flux and reflux, there is no evidence that ponds and lakes have it, for the 
reason that I give (unless they communicate with the ocean by several sub- 
terranean passages, as do many springs which have flux and reflux) because there 
is only that immense mass of water which surrounds the earth, which can be 
forced at the same time in all parts of it from two opposite sides, and have on 
the other two sides more freedom to rise than before. 

I pass to the letter from the doctor at Sens, in which I find that in all 
his arguments about salt, he only proves that terrestrial bodies are formed one 
from the other, but not that the air or the earth is formed of salt, any more than 
the salt is formed of the air or of the earth, and so he should only have inferred, 
that as with salt, so all the other bodies only form the same matter, which agrees 
with the philosophy of the school and mine, except that in the school this ques- 
tion is not explained well, in that they make it a “pure power," and give it sub- 



stantial forms and real qualities, which are only chimeras. As for the force of 
the percussion, it is certain that it may be equal to the weight, and what he says, 
that ‘the weight f, under d, is in repose’, etc., is not at all admissible, because it is 
certain that a body, thus pressed on another, does not weigh less for being pressed 
on it, and the example that you give of the press with which they stamp pistoles 
is very much to the point, because one can easily reckon by means of it how 
many pounds the weight must be, which, being pressed on one pistole, without 
percussion, would be sufficient to stamp it, and thus equal the force of the blow 
of a hammer which also stamps it. 

I come to the other letter from one of your priests at Blaye, and because 
I do not know which are the points on which you desire my opinion 1 am going 
to run through them all. 

1. I quite believe that one can explain one particular result in two 
different and possible ways, but I think one can only explain the possibility of 
tilings in general, by one way which is the true one. 2. It is right to say that one 
has been quite wrong in admitting for a principle that no body moves of itself, for 
it is certain, that the fact alone that a body has begun to move, shows that it has in 
itself the power to continue to move, also the fact, that it has stopped in some place, 
shows that it has the power of remaining there. But as regards the principle of 
movement, which he thinks different in each body, it is quite imaginary. 3. Like- 
wise I do not approve of his indivisibles, nor the natural inclinations which he 
gives to them, because I can only conceive of such inclinations in a thing which 
has understanding, and I do not even attribute it to unreasoning animals, but I 
explain everything which we call in them inclinations or natural appetites by 
the rules of Mechanics. Likewise I do not approve of all these elements which 
are of things less than or as little intelligible as those which he wishes to make 
understood by their means. 4. Two indivisibles could not do what one divisible 
thing in two parts can, but before saying that they might make one body, we must 
know what is meant by the word body, that is to say, a long, broad and thick 
thing, which cannot be composed of indivisibles, because one indivisible cannot 
have any length, size or depth, or rather, if it had, we could at least divide it in 
our imagination, which would suffice to assure us that it is not indivisible, 
for if we can so divide it, an Angel could divide it in reality. As for his thinking 
that it is not enough to admit movement and form as principles, because he is 
afraid that one cannot explain by their means all the different qualities which 
are, for example, in wine, you could get him out of this difficulty by assuring him 
that they have all been explained, and with that all the other things which may 
present themselves to our minds, but as for miracles, one does not touch on them. 
5. I do not understand the subject of this article for want of seeing the letter 
to which he replies, but it is certain that the greatest speed of the rope is 
neither at the beginning nor the end, but about the middle of each of its turns 
and returns. 6. I say nothing in all this article about light, because no doubt 
there is nothing which you cannot solve quite easily, and it is not to be wondered 
at that those who have only heard a few of my ideas touching that .subject, 
interpret them wrongly, and find many incomprehensible things about it in 
them. 7. Since he says here that what makes him admit all his elements is 
that he does not see how one can explain the phenomena of nature with fewer 
suppositions, I am sure that if one explains them all to him by forms and move- 
ments alone, one could easily convert him, because he cannot understand all the 
elements which he introduces, and so he is only trying to explain “an obscure 
thing by a more obscure thing, or by a thing equally obscure.” 8. I do not know 
why he confu.ses the doctrine of the Atheists with those who explain nature by 
forms and movements, as if there were some affinity between them. When he 
says that “the idea of a simple being, which we conceive contains all being, 
could not be conceived if it had not a true exemplar,” and that “we can only 
conceive (distinctly) possible and real things,” he seems to have read my writ- 



ings, because they contain the same thing, but he has added many more things 
of which I cannot approve, such as that being may have dimensions, and that one 
might be able to conceive of dimensions without composition of parts, that is to 
say, without the thing which has dimensions being divisible, etc. He is right in 
saying that all we do not clearly understand is not therefore wrong, and he applies 
it very well to the mystery of the Trinity, which is a matter of Faith, and cannot 
be understood by natural reason alone. I find nothing to notice in the other 
articles, and my paper is coming to an end. I hope to send you my Metaphysic 
in a week or fortnight at the latest, since it pleases you to take it under your 
protection. I would send it you now, but I want first of all to have a copy 
made of it. I will send it, perhaps, by M. de Zuylichem.

You have been pleased to take the trouble of making a long apology for 
not writing sooner, when engaged in one of the most laborious critical investiga- 
tions I ever looked on; and here have I, with no such excuse to plead, allowed 
day after day and week after week to slip away without expressing my thankful- 
ness to you for your most obliging letter. But “Procrastination is the thief of 
time,” as Dr. Young very aptly expresses it; and I fear I have nothing else but 
your goodness to trust to for my forgiveness. I with great truth say, however, 
that your letter was in a very high degree satisfying to me. 

1 much approve of your idea of our doing nothing in regard to the publica- 
tion of any of our late much regarded friend’s papers at present; but rather to 
wait till his second son be of an age fit for selecting such of them as may be 
proper for the public eye. Of those which were brought to me from Auchinleck 
House, I have read a considerable part; but find them to consist almost entirely 
of letters from his private friends, by no means fit for the press, but highly 
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valuable and interesting to his family; as they contain the most striking memorials 
of the high degree of estimation in which he was held by as numerous and 
respectable a circle of acquaintance, as almost any private gentleman, I believe, 
could boast of. Besides these, there is one and but one journal of a circuit. 
After I have g;one through the whole, I will carefully send them to you In order 
that the papers may be altogether. His journals are, indeed, exceedingly curious, 
for it was a faculty he possessed and had cultivated far beyond any man I ever 
knew. He used occasionally, during our uninterrupted Intercourse, while he 
resided in Edinburgh, to favor me with a perusal of these; and they ever afforded 
me a rich entertainment. I therefore look forward with great expectation to my 
having the opportunity of seeing those now in your possession. Although I have 
no immediate, I may rather say, scarcely remote view of being in London, I 
cannot urge you to send them to me, if you are impressed with any idea that 
they would be exposed to danger by the way; although I do not myself entertain 
the smallest doubt of their arriving here very safely, if packed in a box and 
sent by the wagon. Your mode of disposing of the 2 guineas by presenting 
them to Mr. James, I perfectly approve of. Your unremitting kindness and 
attention to him, of which he makes the warmest mention, claims and has the best 
thanks of all his friends and connections. I have just received a letter from 
his brother, telling me of his safe arrival from the continent. He hod once re- 
solved to spend the summer and autumn in Switzerland and next winter in Italy; 
nor do 1 know what has induced him so suddenly to alter his plan, which I wish 
he had rather adhered to, as he might have much improved himself with another 
twelve months abroad, and he Is yet rather too young to begin housekeeping at 
Auchinleck, notwithstanding that I have the very best opinion of his steadiness. 

I have perused with much satisfaction your very masterly detection of the 
spurious Shakespeare papers, by which you have done a real service to the 
Republic of Letters and much honor both to Shakespeare and yourself. I am 
at loss which to admire most, the complete conviction produced by your work or 
the wonderful facility with which you composed it. But with no part of it was 
I more pleased than with the note at page 40; although, undoubtedly, that pleasure 
was mingled with many a melancholy reflection when I thought of the justice 
of your observation, and I freely confess to you that it has long been matter of 
very serious doubt with me whether the danger to be apprehended to the Nation, 
from Peace or War with France, be greatest. It is always a pleasant thing 
to me, however, to see gentlemen of sense and understanding and respectable 
character, extending their warning voice at such a truly critical period, and I 
trust that Divine providence will yet watch over this Kingdom and prevent its 
falling a sacrifice to the horrors of French principles. 

I rejoice to hear of the growing reputation of our excellent friend Sir Joshua 
Reynolds, of whose uncommon politeness and attention to Lady F. and me I 
shall ever retain the most grateful remembrance. To Sir Joshua and to poor 
Mr. Boswell I owe my having had the happiness of being known to yourself. 
Dr. Johnson, Mr. Windham, Mr. Burke, the Bishop of Limerick, Mr. Langton and 
several others of my most valuable London friends. I hope when you republish 
his elegant writings, you have it in view to preface them with an account of his 
life and character. Such a life and such a character ought not to remain un- 
recorded. I never think of that valuable and estimable man without recollecting 
Dr. Johnson’s emphatic compliment paid him, “Were I to quarrel with Sir 
J oshua Reynolds, I know not what apology I could make for myself to the world.” 

I do not wonder at the high estimation In which his admirable performances are 
held, and I cannot but think myself peculiarly fortunate In possessing three very 
capital portraits by his pencil, one of Lady F. end two of myself, which have 
perfectly preserved their coloring, having just mellowed as much as they ought 
to have done and no more. When young Mr. Boswell was consulted as to what 
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part of the pictures he wished to have reserved for himself, his regard to economy 
made him only select his father’s portrait by Sir Joshua, but I could not think 
of his depriving himself of Dr. Johnson’s, which never ought to go out of his 
family. 1 was very agreeably surprised to find in the catalogue a portrait of an 
old and intimate friend of Mr. Boswell’s and mine — Love, the comedian, in the 
character of Falstaff, a part In which he greatly excelled. ( ) has ever 

attempted It since the days of Quin. I was a scholar of Dclacourt, who painted 
it at the time it was finished, and I had always said to myself, if ever I should 
hear of that picture coming to sale, I will certainly purchase it. I did not know 
that Boswell had had the same idea and had picked it up after Love’s death. I 
wish you would give me the opportunity of showing you this representation of 
so favourite a character. It would make both Lady F. and me extremely happy, 
to have the honour of seeing you under our roof. If you have never been in Scot- 
land, you would find some characters here whom you would not dislike to know, 
and might visit some Alpine scenes of no inconsiderable magnificence. I heartily 
wish you could think of this. 

I trouble you to present my respectful compliments to Mr. Windham, Mr. 
Burke, Mr. Courtney, when you occasionally see them. I hope they still retain 
some remembrance of me.

The Queen’s Wake of which you were pleased to approve has wrought its 
own way most wonderfully in Scotland but in England it is scarcely as yet 
known. There has been a third edition of 1500 copies in Ballantyne’s press for 
these two months and will be published next week and though the preceding ones 
are long ago sold off there has not In all been 100 copies sold south of the border. 
This is certainly an anomaly In the annals of literature and I confess to me 
wholly unaccountable. 

I have finished another poem in the Spenserian stanxa six months ago but 
I am terrified for publishing too much and in spite of both vanity and necessity 
I have prevailed upon myself to let It lie over for sometime — I get but shabby 
conditions from my booksellers here and these not very punctually fulfilled, what 
prodigious advantages your lordship has over me in publishing. — Pray have you 
.seen a poem that was published last year entitled Austen Fair. I am vexed that 
it has never been noticed for there is a strength of mind and an originality of 
conception manifested In it which I never before witnessed — It Is anonymous but I 
understand it is written by a poor schoolmaster In Fife. You must by all means 
see It — If I knew of anything farther among our mountains that would be amus- 
ing to your lordship I would write of it but as I do not I must conclude. When- 
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ever I write to a friend (which I conceive your lordship to be) I always write 
just what comes uppermost as you will easily perceive I have done in this in- 
stance.

It was never ray Idea that the Earl of Northumberland was more 

niggardly or more stately than other men of his rank in England. On the con- 
trary the chief curiosity of his Household Book is that by giving us a general in- 
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sight into the manners of the Age it throws a great light on that period. You 
see that I introduce my note with a remark to that purpose and conclude it 
with the comparison between the nobility of England and even of France on the 
one hand and the nobility of Italy on the other who regarded with some reason 
all the ultra montaine Nations as barbarians. My notion is that the uncivilized 
Nations are not only inferior to civilized in Government, civil, military and 
ecclesiastical but also in morals; and that their whole manner of life is disagree- 
able and unellgible to the last degree. I hope it will give no offence (and 
whether it do or not I must say it) if I declare my opinion that the English, till 
near the beginning of the last century are very much to be regarded as an un- 
cultivated Nation; and that even when good Queen Elizabeth sat on the throne 
there was very little good roast beef in it, and no liberty at all. The castle of the 
Earl of Northumberland, and no doubt that of the Earl of Warwick, the King 
Maker, and others was no better than a dungeon. — For my part I should rather 
choose, for the gratification of every appetite and passion, except that of pride, 
to be a footman in the present family of the Duke and Duchess of Northumber- 
land than to be at the head of it in the reign of Harry the VII and VIII. 
If these be truths, why should they be concealed? Why still exalt Old England 
for a model of government and laws; praises which it by no means deserves? — Be 
persuaded that all my inferences are general, and no wise point at any particular 
nobleman whose domestic economy could not have merited the attention of the 
public In a general History. As to his pension to the Lady of Walshingham, I 
thought it amusing that the Earl gave a groate a year to the Virgin Mary, as a 
retaining fee for her Interest with her son in Heaven; a pleasantry which I hoped 
would not give offence to any protestant — etc.

The day after I wrote my last letter to you I was introduced to Mr. 

Johnson by a friend; we passed through three very dirty rooms to a little one 
that looked like an old counting house where this great man was sat at his break- 
fast; the furniture of this room was a very large deal writing desk, an old 
walnut table & 5 ragged chairs of 4 different sets. I was very much struck with 
Mr. Johnson's appearance & could hardly help thinking him a madman for some 
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time, as he sat waving over his breakfast like a lunatick. He is a very large man, 
& was dressed in a dirty brown coat & waistcoat with breeches that were brown 
also (tho’ they had been crimson) & an old black wig; his shirt collar & sleeves 
were unbutton’d, his stockings were down about his feet which had on them by 
way of slippers an old pair of shoes; he had not been up long when we call’d 
on him which was near one o’clock he seldom goes to bed till near two in the 
morning & Mr. Reynolds tells me he generally drinks tea about an hour after 
he has supped; we had been some time with him before he began to talk but at 
length he began & faith to some purpose — everything he says Is as correct as a 
second edition, tis almost impossible to argue with him he is so sententious and so 
knowing: — I asked him if he had seen Mr. Reynolds’ pictures lately: “He has 
painted many fine ones.” I know he has, he said, as I hear he has been fully 
employed: I told him I imagined Mr. Reynolds was not much pleased to be 
overlooked by the Court, as he must be conscious of his superior merit. Not at 
all displeased he said, Mr. Reynolds has too much good sense to be affected 
by it, when he was younger he believed it would have been agreeable, but 
now he does not want their favor: it has ever been more profitable to be popular 
among the people than favoured by the King: it is no reflection on Mr. Reynolds 
not to be employed by them, but it will be a reflection forever on the Court not 
to have employed him: the King perhaps knows nothing but that he employs the 
best painter, & as for the Queen I don’t imagine she has any other idea of a 
picture but that it is a thing eon»posed of many colors, &c. — When Mr. Johnson 
understood I had lived some time in Bath he asked me many questions that lead 
to a general description of it; he seemed very well pleased, but remarked that 
men and women bathing together as they do at Bath, is an instance of barbarity 
that he believed could not be parallelled in any part of the world. He entertained 
us about an hour and half in this manner, then we took our leave. I must not 
omit to add that I am informed he denies himself many conveniences (tho’ he 
can well afford any) that he may have more in his power to give In charities — etc.

Mrs. Rosenhagen whom I remember an infant is the Providence of her 
husband. Never were two persons so devoted one to the other, — I myself am 
in the most perfect health. Nothing but Grief seems to have any hold upon me, 
and Grief is now so old a stager with me as to be almost paralytic and done-for.

Lambinus sends greetings to Clement of Puteus, Since I persuaded 
myself some time ago that I am beloved of you, on that account I have no hesita- 
tion in asking from you what is greatly to my interest and extremely conducive 
to my advantage. I will not keep you in a state of suspense by a long oration, 
and if I seem to use more words than your profession accustoms you to, you must 
consider that the number of my words has arisen not from my loquacity but from 
the nature of those matters with which I am concerned. I think you remember 
how, when three years ago or a little earlier I came to Paris and was received into 
the family and friendship of the Cardinal of Tournon, I begged you, almost as 
a suppliant, to commend me with diligence and zeal to Villarius, since I told 
you in that conversation that he was the most important person in the administra- 
tion of all the Cardinal’s affairs ; that everything was entrusted to him, in short, 
whatever he did and accomplished was approved by the Cardinal of Tournon and 
considered as settled. And so I was keen to be most worthy of regard in his eyes 
because of your recommendation and your interest in me, so that when he under- 
stood that you desired all these things for my sake and wanted special care to 
be taken for my interests, persuaded by your recommendation and influence, 
he with greater zeal might see that I should be honoured and advanced by the 
Cardinal. Then you (for such is your good will and liberality towards me) 
gladly gave me your full promise and pledged yourself to do for my sake both 
this particular thing and all others by which you thought it possible for my 
interests to be promoted. And in perfect good faith you discharged by your ac- 
tion what you promised verbally. At that time he went away and we started for 
Rome, There the Cardinal when he had made use of my labour in his literary 
work every day, gave me in addition a benefice of the value of one hundred 
louis. Villarius first of them all told me of this and enjoined me and advised 
me in the first place to thank the Cardinal, since he^ made it clear that he* had 
been asked by nobody, not even prompted by himself to do me this service. I, 
therefore, thanked the Cardinal and spoke to him in such a manner that he under- 
stood me to be so delighted by this favour which I had received that I thought I 
was devoted to him and would endeavour to become daily more assiduous and 
diligent in giving him satisfaction and in obeying his commands. These facts, 
which I have given above, had to be briefly explained to you, so that I might come 
to the point. I realise that the Cardinal is an old man, worn with sickness and age, 
and that I have entirely neglected that zeal for civil law to which I had given my- 
self from the time that I began to grow old, encouraged, it is true, by Villarius 
himself in the hope of a modest benefice, by which I might maintain my life and 
studies. This very benefice which I now possess is so trifling and so petty that if 
you deduct the titles which have to be paid and contributed every year and all the 
other duties, barely sixty louis come into my pocket. Villarius indeed told me 
that the liberality of the Cardinal to me would not stop with that service but would 
increase with time. The Cardinal himself urged me, when I thanked him, only 
to go on as I had begun and he would never fail me, would never forget me. 
But there is long to wait and (as your civil-lawyers say) there is danger in delay. 
The Cardinal’s age and weakness alarm me. This then is my intention and to this 
all my previous discourse has been directed. I want you to write to Villarius 
diligently and carefully, since you know that I have for some time been pro- 
vided with a benefice by the Cardinal, which, however, is not sufficiently well-

endowed for a free and undisturbed life in the study of letters, that he may take 
care that I receive at the first opportunity, or when the chance comes, another 
benefice from which just as much (i. e. forty louis) can be restored to me. I 
beseech you, dear Clement, if you have ever desired anything, if even you have 
accomplished anything for my sake, to commend me thus to Villarius, as you 
would commend one for whom you have displayed the greatest affection, I am 
unwilling to write in the words you would use. For you, who have gained the 
greatest credit from speaking in the law-courts, cannot lack words. So much you 
will avoid lest he should suspect that I have written anything to you of this 
matter. Neither must you think that I myself ought rather to procure Villarius's 
good-will, to pay court to him, in short, to cajole and flatter him, that 
he may be more zealous on my behalf. In this case I give you this answer, that 
I have succeeded in doing all that could be done by study and my office with 
regard to gaining his goodwill for myself. It is not a matter of reproach to me 
that I have attracted anyone’s love by blandishment and flattery; a good man 
ought to attract friends by his courtesy and kindness and integrity. As 
flattery is disgraceful to all mankind, then it is especially so to those given to the 
study of letters and skilled in the fine arts. Then if it was very seemly for me 
to flatter him, I should, however, be very bold if I asked Villarius and begged 
him to see that, instead of wages, I should be advanced, and that my fortune 
should be increased by benefices. And so, dear Clement, don’t ask me to be 
as shameless as that, but put yourself in my place in this matter. For it will be 
fitting for you, as a friend, to ask what it would be unbecoming for me to demand 
for myself. I ought not to use more words, nor can I. If you hold me in such 
esteem that you think you ought to undertake the task of writing for my sake, you 
will do for me a most acceptable and, as indeed I hope, a most useful service ; if 
you see no reason why you should write to Villarius, I cannot persuade you by a 
longer letter. Vale.

My dear Sir, 

In your very friendly and kind letter, which is this moment come to 
hand, you do me justice, I hope, when you express an opinion that I preserve an 
affectionate Remembrance of you in this long continued time of separation. 
As one proof of it let me alledge, that, no longer ago than yesterday in the Even- 
ing, Lady Rothes and I were contriving how we could best effect your being 
accomodated, if we could hope that you would favour us with your Company, at 
this habitation; which is a satisfaction that I hope to press for in a more particular 
manner soon : as, within these two or three weeks, I propose to make a short Ex- 
cursion to London, and, of course, to make one of my earliest Visits there at your 
House. 

My Mother, who has been with us for some little time past, desires me. 
Sir, to offer you her kindest Respects. She was sitting with me when your 
Letter arrived, and expressed her sincere sympathy on account of the subjects of 
Regret you mention having experienced. I had heard of your taking a Journey 
Northwards, and am sorry to hear that it turned out so little to your Comfort. 
Mr. Levets Death I had likewise heard of, but did not know it was in that instan- 
taneous manner that you mention ; it cannot but strongly attract my notice that an 
Event so melancholy should have been made still more so by the contemplation 
respecting the poor Man that you had just been dwelling upon — my grateful re- 
gard to his Memory is certainly demanded by the particular you mention, his 
introduction of me to your acquaintance. 

We have gone on here, from the time of our arriving here exceedingly 
well as to Health, during the Months of Summer and Autumn; but in the Winter, 
my Mother, not long after her coming, was attacked by a Fever that was some- 
what severe as well as obstinate ; but, thank God, she is recovered, as, since that 
time, poor George is likewise, from a Fever that he fell sick of, which oppressed 
him very severely, and sunk him to a degree of debility and stupefaction, that we 
were much alarmed at ; a Physician of this place whom we thought it necessary to 
call in, ordered that the Child should take not less than a couple of Glasses of 
Wine a day, and his Feet should be put twice in the day in very warm Water 
for some time together, and had Blisters laid on each of his Temples ; and gave 
him Draughts, composed of, a strong decoction of Bark, with Huxham’s Tincture, 
and a good deal of the powder of the Bark besides dissolved in them, there was 
also added a small Quantity of Opium — he likewise gave him Draughts of the 
Tincture of Cantharides, now and then, by way of stimulant and diuretick. I 
hope I am not too tedious in going into these particulars as I have known you 
often seem to wish to know what practice a Physician was following, in Cases 
that have occurred to your Notice. The Physician here said that Huxham has 
described this kind of Fever in his Works with great accuracy and that the 
methods now used in treating them differ very much from those he lays down, and 
for the better, it should seem, if I may judge by this late apparent good Effect — 
till this late attack, George (in reply to the kind Wish which you intimate. Sir, 



on that head) was minding his Book^ I think reasonably well ; at least I am afraid, 
full as well as any diligence of mine in teaching him could demand. Jane is 
highly pleased with your Notice of her, she told me today that if she could have 
writ, she would have addressed a Letter to you, in the hope of receiving one in 
return — I made Her a present of the Collection made from your Works, as soon 
as it came out, and have Reason to think that her wish to be able to read it, 
will hasten her progress in reading. I went eagerly through with the perusal 
of your welcome Present of the Lives of the Poets, and propose to myself con- 
tinual satisfaction in a recurrence to the perusal of them, as long as I may have 
to live. My Mother and Lady Rothes both very warmly concur in my sentiments 
relating to them. I am almost ashamed to ask a Line in return to this, to let me 
know how you do, but if you would write one I should take it very kindly.

Above all I thank you very much 
for the promise you made me about the priories ; I entreat you to use diligence, 
and remind you to send me news, as I begged you in my last letters. 

I do not know if my dear sister the queen has seen your letter; I should 
have been very glad of that, because, in my opinion, one cannot easily persuade 
her that you are not her enemy, and, although I know the contrary, I will entreat 
you to take the trouble to do such good service with the king and her, that good 
feeling may follow, a good opinion of you might cause her to be less suspicious 
of me. And in order not to detain this urgent dispatch any longer, I beg you to 
make my excuses to madam, my grandmother, and M. the Cardinal de Guise, my 
uncle; for the above mentioned reason I am not able to write to them this time, 
but I will very soon remedy this fault, nevertheless you will permit me here 
humbly to recommend myself to their good graces. I thank God that they and 
all the rest of our friends are in good health, and pray God that He will keep 
them in it, especially the king, with all the happiness that he can desire, and the 
queen, madam my dear mother, and grant you, my dear Uncle, health, and a long 
and happy life. Forgive me, as I am in such a hurry that I do not know what I 
am writing. From the castle at Sheffield, the first of December. Pardon prison- 
ers accused so often of dreaming. I beg you to permit me to tell my ambassador 
that I have received his letters and have no leisure either to reply or to cause a 
reply to be made to them at this time, but I am satisfied with what he is doing.

Sir, 


If the delay of my letters on the roads has caused you any anxiety, I 
fear lest you had even more at the receipt of these, they are so long and so im- 
portunate. Since my last of the 22nd of last month, in reply to all your letters 
of last year, I have received three in ansvrer to it, of the 7th and 29th January and 
the 16th February last, with letters from Bordeaux, Richers’ retractation, the 
Catalogue of Golias’ oriental books, with several edicts and other pieces which 
have also brought me much pleasure in my solitude, especially the news of your 
good health, and of all my good friends, and the remembrance they are so good 
as to hold me in, for which I am infinitely grateful, and for which I owe you much 
thanks, which I offer you in all humility, begging you to excuse and pardon my 
infirmities and shortcomings. The Commission through the dioceses is of great 
moment, and the regulation of the Councils will be well worth seeing. I am very 
glad that M. du Puy your brother has received a copy of Cardinal Bentivoglio’s 
‘Relations’, and that it has been such a success. And I think that the Elzevir 
edition will be better because the type is handsomer, for it will in all probability 
be quite as correct or more so ; and I think that the suppression of it on the spot, 
was simply in order to increase its reputation, for it is unlikely that he would 
have taken the liberty of saying things so much to their displeasure. You have 
rightly guessed that this Catalogue of Golias would make my mouth water, and 
undoubtedly there are in it inestimable treasures for the Connoisseur, for apart 
from the ancient Greeks, whose Arabic version cannot but be good, and the books 
of Astronomy, Geography and other branches of Mathematics, the Philosophers 
and Naturalists, I consider that, though there were but the Chronologers and 
Historians, it would be very agreeable to learn what is so new to us, even the com- 
parison of the Arabic historians with our histories of the sacred bodies, which is 
doubtless very interesting and curious to see. For the moment my taste would 
be to see this Egyptian Chronicle, with the Conquest and Calendar of the same 
country. And still more the Samaritan Bible, if the text is other than the simple 
Hebrew, to make good the defects of one of the columns of my Pentateuch in 
three languages, all three written in Samaritan characters, which have at last 
been found to be: the one Hebrew, the second Arabic, and the third Syriac. On 
the advice of those who, up to the present, have been able to see it, I thought it 
well to send you a specimen, so as to have it compared with the copy belonging 
to Fr. Sarcy of the Oratory, which is in his hands (Fr. Sarcy’s) and which as I 
think is the ancient Hebrew text, contained in the first column of my copy. And I 
should much like to know, in which of the other two languages is the copy belong- 
ing to Sr. Pietro della Valle of Rome which Fr. Morin thinks is Samaritan. If the 
Sieur le Jay had returned the specimen you lent him, we might have been able to 
identify it, although my copy is defective at the beginning of Genesis. That is 
why I beg you to take away that sheet of it, and to have the language examined 
by Fr. Morin, or by the Maronite or any other who knows a little Arabic and 
Hebrew. And send me, if you will, the same sheet of Sr. Pietro della Valle’s 
copy, so that I may judge of it myself. And if you should think it desirable to 
ask Sr. Golias for a small specimen of his Bible, there would be no harm, but 
it would be as well to ask for something other than the beginning of Genesis, so 
that we could make the collation or identification of it more exact on my copy. 
At need, he would willingly have the same passages transcribed in the memo- 
randum herewith, in order to ascertain more precisely what it is, for I am much 



inclined to think that his copy is only the Hebrew text by itself^ like another 
which I have recovered recently in vellum, very old and in good condition and 
which is similarly imperfect at the beginning of Genesis. If the edition of this 
Samaritan Pentateuch is to be carried out in Paris — as I think these gentlemen 
are like to do it — I will gladly furnish my two copies, and my lexicon, which is in 
the same three languages Hebrew, Arabic, and Syriac. And I think Sieur 
Golias will not be sorry to furnish his, as well as Fr. Sarcy and Sr. Pietro 
della Valle theirs, in order that the edition may be well done. M. de Thou’s copy 
of the Arabic Bible will also come in most conveniently, since M. le Jay has 
undertaken it, and it will be as well to collate them with the Arabic of the 
Samaritans. I will also lend my two copies of the Syriac New Testament, one 
of which has but the Syriac text in very old majuscules, and the other an 
Arabic version e regione, in ordinary modern Syriac characters, about 200 
years old. I have some other pieces in the Samaritan character, in a very mixed 
language — Hebrew, Syriac, Arabic, and some other jargon which is possibly 
Coptic — and this makes me wish that we could find out what this Coptic language 
is, by Sr. P. della Valle’s Vocabulary, and by the pieces of the Scriptures that he 
has. I have procured three volumes of it, of which I am given to understand that 
one contains the Psalms, another the Gospels, and the third a ritual, but unfortu- 
nately my chests are detained at Marseilles by the obstinacy of the sailors of the 
ship which had brought them from the Levant, with no chance of getting them, 
any more than my mummies and other curiosities that I had sent for from thence, 
until the plague at Marseilles is over, which has already made considerable pro- 
gress, through the Divine pleasure. 

For the rest, it would have been too much good luck for us if Mr. Sauguin 
bishop of Senlis had consented to accept the bishopric of Aix ; we did not deserve 
so much favour. For as to the fears of our ‘parlement’, he need not have feared 
anything from it, brought up as he has been in the Parlement of Paris itself. 
And I assure you that nothing but inexperience in the most trivial matters is 
responsible for the contentions that you have heard of — trivialities that such a 
person would never have wished to call into question. We look forward to the 
success of M. de Languetot’s treaty, and shall be infinitely pleased if he finds it to 
his satisfaction. You will have heard of the warrant issued against the Chevalier 
de la Valette, who they say had solemnized his marriage at Venice with the lady, 
half willingly, half by coercion. And with this I will end, remaining.

Most illustrious and esteemed Lord. 

Your Lordship continually favours me with assistance and with gifts 
as now with the poem of the Dioscuri which Signor da Peirrir had sent to me 
first. The observation of Philarco is acute and pungent with the usual acid wit 
of that author who is indeed a terrible adversary for poor de Balzac who for his 
vanity and pride deserves no pity, dimming, as he does, all his good qualities with 
his boastfulness.* 

* Marginal note. (As in the preface of this last edition of his [in] which 
his vaunting at the expense of all the ancient authors seems insufferable.) 

With this letter I send your Lordship the remaining part of Cardano’s 
small book which, owing to the carelessness of the servant who did up the pack- 
age, was omitted as far as the greater part of the book was concerned. 1 therefore 
intend to send it in two lots under cover of Monsr. le Clercy as it does not exceed 
the size of a large letter package. Montagu is at liberty. ’This imprisonment had 
been the cause of some mortification to him, being of a very mercurial temper — 
at least so he seemed to me for the short time I frequented his society ! 

That la Chevreuse may return to court seems strange to me and, if I do 
not deceive myself, she will be able to serve as intermediary for the pacification 
between France and England, which in my opinion will come about more easily 
owing to the troubles of Italy in which I have little doubt from certain signs that 
the English have some understanding at least with Savoy. 

The news is already spread about here which your Lordship gives me 
about My Lord Marquis, namely that he will not easily return from Flanders. 
I well know that this will be much against his expectation because His Excellency 
went away with the undoubted hope of returning as soon as possible to these 
parts. And moreover the Most Serene Infanta was of his opinion and will be 
extremely disgusted in the matter. As far as I am concerned I certainly believe 
that his stay will be longer than one thought because he will not be able to change 
the dilatoriness and natural bent of that nation which increases this original vice 
with art. But after all, as I have said, I hope that he will return to his usual 
attendance on the Most Serene Infanta because, being an Italian, they will never 
avail themselves of his person in Italy. In any case time will clear up this 
doubt. This Signor Don Lorenzo Ramyrs di Prado is recognized here according 
to his rank, but not as a man illustrious in letters, neither can he compete with the 
least of your luminaries of France which, so to say, holds within her the flower 
of the world. I beg your Lordship (illegible word) to forward the enclosed letter 
for Signor di Prynse with every possible care and speed, and having no more to 
write, from my heart I kiss the hand of your Royal Excellency through your 
brother.

Leeds, July the 5th, 1807 
said in my haste, all men are liars** 

Your welcome letter dated the 10th. of May, in answer to one written in 
January (had I not some cause) surpris’d me in my Garden of Eden, where it 
found me, “chewing the cud of sweet and bitter fancy,” you making that very 
moment the principal person in the Drama of my musings, and “I said in my 
haste all men are liars.” It was more than probable that business pleasure ill- 
ness and persons perhaps less deserving your regard, might have diverted recol- 
lection from one so distant so incapable of heightening the joys, alleviating the 
sorrows of this “working day world” and our hearts naturally yearn to those 
who share our weal and woe. Yes said I his taste and feelings are alive to my 
talents but he does not know me well enough to value me for some qualities of 
greater worth, which in the honest pride of my heart I will not blush to say 
I possess. He admires me for my Celebrity which is all he knows of me. No 
blame therefore attaches to him : he is ignorant of my real Character which if he 
knew, he would also approve ; at least if I am not much mistaken in myself and 
him: — in myself I’m sure I am not mistaken. It is a vulgar errour to say we 
are ignorant of ourselves, for I am quite sure that those who think at all seriously 
must know themselves better than any other individual can. 

You see I had practised one of the cardinal virtues in your justification. 
Charity. Charity which suffereth long and is kind, which envieth not, &c &c 
believeth all things hopeth all things endureth all things. I charge you to 
remember this, if by good fortune, time and circumstance, shall give us a more 
ample knowledge of each other, for then I shall often be in need of the in- 
dulgence I have shewn to you, yes many a time and oft, in various ways. 

I know I am a very wretched correspondent. I hate writing. I don’t 
do it well, and it makes me giddy, and it is almost arrogant to wish you would 
write oftener, but I do wish it, and if you think I am unreasonable, forget that 
I have wish’d it. 

And so I have been weaving a garment to keep you warm, and you go 

and wrap it round your friends Poetry “And words that burn” 

Oh if I could but clothe my ideas on this subject with appropriate words ! ! What 




strains I would pour forth on the Illustrious Bard ! ! What comical^ kind things 
would I not say to you upon so droll an association as that of an Heroic Poem 
and your Blanket. Subject worthy the sublimest Bathos. 

but jesting apart, it is in much better use on the venerable shoulders of 
your estimable Mother, whom I should be right glad to be acquainted with, but 
the best and most appropriate use of it, is that for which I made it, to keep 
you warm, and to keep me warm in your kind remembrance, and most of all to 
keep you from heaping such loads of things upon yourself in bed as are enough 
to impede your circulation, indeed, indeed that is a very unwholesome practice 
of yours. Do not pray do not persist in it ! I am wandering about the world, to 
get a little more money. I am trying to secure to myself the comfort of a Car- 
riage, which is now an absolute necessary to me and then — then I will sit down 
in quiet to the end of my days. You will perhaps be surpris’d to hear that I 
am not abundantly rich, but you know not the expences I have incurred in times 
past and the losses I have sustained, add too, the necessity which Mr Siddons ill 
health induces, of his living at Bath for the benefit of those Waters. All these 
causes drain ones purse beyond imagination. I shall be at York till the 15th. 
from thence, I go to Birmingham where I shall remain till the 4!th. of August, 
from the 25th. of August till the 1st. of Septr. I shall be at Manchester, and 
then return to “that dear spot my home." You would scarcely know that sweet 
little spot it is so improved since you saw it. I believe tho’ I wrote you about 
my new dining room and the pretty Bedchamber at the end of it, where you are 
to sleep, unannoyed by your former neighbors in their mangers, stalls, I should 
say I believe. All the Laurells are green and flourishing, all the wooden garden 
pales hidden by sweet shrubs and flowers that form a verdant wall all round 
me, oh, it is the prettiest little nook in all the world, and I do hope, and I hope 
you will soon come and say you think so. While I was at Liverpool, where I 
acted the greater part of last month arrived like “the poor travell’d dove,” my sister 
Mrs Whitlock from America, whither she banished herself 16 years ago to make 
her fortune as she thought. Alas ! she is returned with the grace of Heaven and 
enough but not to spare. She is a noble glorious creature very wild and eccentric, 
not so old as myself by six years, not so tall, not so handsome, but in all else my 
equal, if not superior. I have known nothing of her from very childhood till 
now. She stayed with me more than a week, and we parted with mutual and 
cordial rejoicings at the happy chance of being thrown into each others arms, 
and with reasonable hopes of reciprocal happiness in the prospect of new and 
frequent association in future. She is to play next winter in D. Lane and I 
hope to God she will be successful. — I am writing in the full view of the most 
beautiful ruin, and according scenery that I ever beheld; it is called Kirkstoll 
Abbey, there is nothing interesting in its History, except Antiquity having been 
built in the reign of King John. I have the greatest horror of a manufacturing 
town and so have sat myself down here for the benefit of pure air and perfect 
quiet. It is however too solemn a scene to be perpetually before one, and I shall 
not be sorry to take my leave of it beautiful as it is. I shall go to York next 
friday — ^my dearest dear Patty sends her best wishes to you, we both unite in 



desiring for you all the blessings of health, prosperity and happiness. Remember 
us both most cordially to that worthy excellent creature Mr. Miller and believe me

Make my love to your little [torn]. I should like to be sitting by you under that 
Abbey wall, and contemplate the glory of that setting sun while listening to the 
soft melody.

1 was thinking over the Iris and whether or no 1 was bound in con- 
science to the effort of a letter upon the subject, when yours arrived and turned 
the scale. The matter so pleased me, and the manner so offended me. There the 
murder is out, and now I will say what for a long while 1 have thought, 
that you have ruined your style by germanisms, latinisms and greeklsms; that 
you are sick of a surfeit of knowledge, that your learning breaks out like scabs 
and blotches upon a beautiful face. I am led by indolence and by good nature 
always rather to feel dislike than to express it, and if another finds the same 
faults that have displeased me in your writings, have always defended them 
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more xealously than if they had been my own. But faults they are, faults any- 
where, and tenfold aggravated in a newspaper. How are plain Norfolk farmers 
and such will read the Iris, to understand words they have never heard before 
and which are so foreign as not to be even in Johnson’s farrago of a dictionary? 

I have read Cowper’s Odyssey, and Trissino to cure my poetry of its wheyishness. 

Let me prescribe the vulgar errors of Sir T. Browne to you for a like remedy. 

You taught me to write English by what you said of Burger’s language, and by 
that I felt from your translations, one of the eras in my intellectual history. 
Would that I could now in my turn impress you with the same conviction. Crowd 
your ideas as you will, your images never can be too many. Give them the stamp 
and autograph of William Taylor, but let us have them in English, plain perspicu- 
ous English, such as mere English readers can understand. Ours is a noble 
language, a beautiful language. I can tolerate a germanism, for family sake, but 
he who uses a Latin or a French phrase where a pure old English word does as 
well, by God, he ought to be hung, drawn and quartered for high treason against 
his mother tongue. —

He does project a work upon that subject of which the first part if he ever have 
health and stability enough to produce anything, will be the death blow of 
Hobbes, Locke and Hume, for the two latter of whom in particular he feels 
the most righteous contempt. I am grieved that you never met Coleridge, all 
other men whom I have ever known are mere children to him, and yet all is 
palsied by a total want of moral strength. He will leave nothing behind him to 
justify the opinion of his friends to the world. Yet many of his scattered poems 
are such that a man of feeling will see the author was capable of eocecuting 
the greatest works— etc.

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that she had concealed herself there with the hopes of escaping from him and 
trusted to his mercy not to discover her; but Mr. Masters more solicitous for his 
own safety, than that of the lady got up and ran out of the room, fastening the 
door after him and sent to the Bashaw instantly to let him know what had 
happened. Proper persons were sent by the Bashaw to take her and she was the 
next day thrown over the Bridge, by his order. Mr. Masters thought it prudent 
not to stay any longer at the place, lest suspicions might be entertained, so he 
got his dismission and is now in England. This is the story, and a very long 
one I think. It is however exactly as I heard it related — etc.

merely derived from her connexion with his family — never having learned — as 
you will if you stay at home and read Thraliana, that their immediate grandfather 
was born at the cottage which made my uncle’s dog-kennel at dear Offley Place. 
Well I have heard that house is puilcd down; it was a very ancient one belonging 
to the old Spencers, the last heir of which, a lady, conveyed it to Gore of Tring 
Grove; whose daughter carried it to Sir Henry Pcnrice, long Judge of the Ad- 
miralty, whose daughter my dear Aunt Anna Maria gave it to my uncle Sir 
Thomas Salusbury without reserve, as she knew — was her expression — ^he would 
leave it to me; his only brother’s only child — and her tenderly petted Hester. 

She was a sweet lady, and when she died at 41 years old, my [truest?] friend for- 
sook me — for as you know at 63 years old my uncle married a gay widow, the 
Hon. Mrs. King, and never named me in the will she dictated, tho’ he had married 
me to Mr. Thrale a man of his own choosing; to whom he promised the Offley 
estate, not once but 20 times. And well did my father deserve that much notice 
when he as eldest had so long before entailed the Welsh property all upon him 
and his sons, in preference to females born of his own body. Had a boy been 
bestowed on my uncle by either wife, alas poor H. L. P. ! 

What a letter! but if one ever should prove the unworthy subject of con- 
versation, ’tis better to be told truth of, than lyes. Dear Mr. Mangin said to me 
last week, that his mother saw me once at the theatre sparkling in diamonds, the 
winter of 1764. She wrote it down said he when she came home observing how 
beautiful you were. I never possessed a diamond in my life was my reply — 
never was in a theatre from my 1st. wedding day, till my daughter born in 1764 
went with me; and never was considered thro the early periods of my life as even 
tolerably pretty.

the N. E. I began to be possessed with a notion last Friday that we should see 
Mr. Blanchard the day following, and therefore I called upon many of my neigh- 
bors in the street, and told them my suspicions. The next day proving also bright 
and the wind continuing as before, I became more sanguine than ever, and issuing 
forth exhorted all those that had any curiosity to look sharp from about one to 
three o’ the clock, as they would stand a good chance of being entertained with 
a very extraordinary sight. That day I was not content to call at the houses, 
but I went out to the plowman and laborers in the fields, and advised them to 
keep an eye at times to the N. and N. E. But about one o’clock there came up 
such a haze that I could not see the hill.

I was busy in and out 
till a quarter after two, and took my last walk along the top of the pound field 
from whence I could discern a long cloud of London smoke hanging to the N. and 
N. E. This appearance increased my expectation. However, I came home to 
dinner knowing how many were on the watch: but laid my hat and surtout ready 
In a chair in the parlor, in case of an alarm. At 20 minutes before three there 
was a cry that the balloon was come. Wc ran into the orchard where we found 20 
or SO neighbors assembled; and from the green bank at the end of my house saw a 
dark blue speck at a most prodigious height dropping as it were out of the sky, 
and hanging amidst the regions of the air between the weather-cock of the tower, 
and the Maypole. At first it did not seem to make any way: but we soon dis- 
covered that its velocity was very considerable, for in a few minutes it was over 
the May-pole, and then over the fox on my chimney; and in ten minutes more 
behind the walnut tree. The machine looked mostly of a dark blue color, but 
some times reflected the rays of the sun. With a telescope I could discern the 
boat and the ropes that supported it. To my eye the balloon appeared no bigger 
than a large tea urn. — I was wonderfully struck with the phenomenon, and like 
Milton’s “belated peasant,’’ felt my heart rebound with joy and fear at the same 
time. After a time I surveyed the machine with more composure, without that 
concern for two of my fellow creatures, for two we then supposed there were 
embarked in that aerial voyage. At last seeing how securely they moved, I 
considered them as a group of cranes or storks.

But the adventures are I think not well chosen or invented, and 
they are still worse put together, and the characters with the exception of Meg 
Mcrrilies excite little interest. — Both these novels are likely to be much overated 
on their first appearance and will afterwards be as much undervalued. Waverly 
heightened my opinion of Scott’s talents very considerably and if Mannering has 
not added much, it has not taken much away — etc.

Notes by R. W. Chapman upon Johnson’s manuscript of The Life of Rowe, which 
follows page 169; 


Comparing the manuscript with the first edition (in Vol. VI, 1781, of the Pref- 
aces), there is surprisingly little difference; but one or two places invite remark. 

Page 2 of the MS. — p. 4 in Vol. VI. Johnson wrote that Howe, encouraged 
by the success of his first play, gave up the law and devoted himself to the more 
elegant parts of learning. In the print learning has become writing; clearly a 
change for the worse, since the law is not necessarily any part of writing; 
writing is not a correction made in proof, but a compositor’s misreading which 
Johnson failed to notice. 

MS. 3 — print 6. In the comparison of Lothario and Lovelace, Johnson first 
wrote Lothario .... has, I fear, too much of the spectator’s kindness. For has I 
fear he substituted first, in MS., dies with, and second, in print, retains. 

MS. 3 — print 6. .Tohnson described Rowe's Fair Penitent as one of the 
most pleasing tragedies on the English stage. The qualifying English, which is 
not in the print, seems to have been omitted by design, not by accident; for the 
line in the print is so loose that it may well have lost these seven letters. 

MS. 6 — print lO. The print has The anticipated blessings of union, which is 
no doubt a deliberate change. Johnson originally wrote The anticipated bless- 
ings of Rowe. 



MS. 6 — print 14. Lord Oxford’s congratulation to the poet on niastering 
Spanish — that he envied him the pleasure of reading Don Quixot in the original — 
was at first called a consolation for his dismissal. 

MS. 10 — print 29. Lucan w distinguished by a kind of dictatorial or 
philosophick dignity, rather, as Quintilian observes, declamatory than poetical; 
full of ambitious morality and pointed sentences. I am not quite sure that John- 
son is responsible for dictatorial, an epithet not very happily chosen. In the MS. 
the word is, I think, senatorial. So we speak of parliamentary eloquence.

He also wrote some amatory verses, before he left Staffordshire, which our 
authour [Boswelll appears not to have seen. They were addressed “to Miss 
Hickman, playing on the Spinet.” At the back of this early poetical effusion, of 
which the original copy, in Johnson's handwriting, was obligingly communicated 
to me by Mr. John Taylor, is the following attestation: 

“Written by the lute Dr. Samuel Johnson, on my mother, then Miss Hickman, 
playing on the Spinet. J. Turton,” 

Dr. Turton, the physician, the writer of this certificate, who died in April 
1806, in his 71st. year, was born in 1736. The verses in question therefore, which 
have been printed in some late editions of Johnson's i>oems, must have been 
written before that year. — Miss Hickman, it is believed, was a lady of Stafford- 
shire. 

The concluding lines of this early copy of verses have much of the vigor 
of Johnson's poetry in his maturer years. 


The note is signed by Malone after quoting “the concluding lines,” from 
‘When old Timotheus struck the vocal string," to the end.

In the revised manuscript copy of Johnson’s Plan of a Dictionary, Chester- 
field’s notes are easily distinguished by his handwriting. See reverse of pages 8^ 
15, 16, 17 and page 20. 

Preceding page 19 of Vol. II are photographed leaves from Goldsmith’s 
Deserted Village and The Traveller, and a photograph of the front cover of 
these poems, bound by Boswell, with Boswell’s seal. This is Boswell’s copy of 
The Traveller and The Deserted Village, in which, at Boswell’s request, Johnson 
had marked the lines which he had furnished to Goldsmith. 

Following page 25 — Proof Sheets of the Life of Pope. Fanny Burney, in the 
Memoirs of her father, wrote that he wished to have a proof sheet from one of 
Dr. Johnson’s Lives of the Poets, but left it to her to ask for one. Johnson offered 
"Fanny” an entire Life, telling her to choose her poet. Her choice was The 
Proof Sheets of The Life of Pope. This is the copy chosen by her. 

Page 31, first line. This is a mistake. Stockdale did not publish a thirteen- 
volume edition. The line should read Two Volumes of Stockdale’s — The Debates 
in Parliament, etc. 

**BoswelVs Note Book** following page 61. In regard to this Note Book, 
the late Geoffrey Scott, the editor of the Auchinleck-Isham collection, wrote me — 

It may perhaps interest you to hear that your Boswell “Note Book” remains, 
as before, an entirely unique specimen. There is nothing of the same kind among 
the Malahide documents. Boswell makes a couple of references to your book in 
his diary (“a little book appropriated to Anecdotes of Dr. Johnson,” and “the 
little Book of Notes for Dr. Johnson's Life”).
